Dane County Nurses 
Are Protection Against 


Epidemics in Madison

What disposition will the county board make of public, 


health nursing in Dane county when it meets in Madison 
on November 13 ? 


• . This, is the question which is being asked by public-spir- 
ited citizens of Dane county today. The question has 
never before arisen for the decision of the county board.. 
State law compelled each county to provide public nurses,; 
whose duty it is to visit all the schools in the county, ex- 
amine all the children, teach health measures' in the - 
schools, and to the parents in the home.

Recent passage of the Home Rule bill by the state legis- 
lature, however, has removed this mandatory power, from 
: 


the state, and vested it in the several counties. It is no^. 
up'to the various county boards in the state to continue 
the work of the public health nurses, or to drop it. 
i-,'s' 


Dane county has had public health nurses for four year's, 


^ For the first" two years only one nurse was employed. 
' Later another was added to the staff. It is'their duty to 


visit the 250 rural district and parochial schools in tlje 
county, examine the 10,000 school children who attend. 
these _ schools, teach them health measures, encouragf 
cleanliness and sanitary measures in the school and among 
the children, and to do all in their power that will give thfe 
childi-en of Dane county citizens better and more healthy- 
bodies.

"Dane county needs an extension of its public health 


nurse program, instead of a retraction," declared Dr. E. ^. 
Brumbaugh, health officer of Madison." The work of the 
county nurses has been most valuable in curbing epidemics 
of communicable disease. The county nurse is the only 
protection the city of Madison has against invasion of dis- 
ease from outlying communities. Health work in the city- 
can curb an epidemic when it threatens, but when a town 
near Madison is hit by an epidemic, it has no protection 
except that afforded by the county nurse. If we remove 
her, we are removing the only bulwark against invasion of. 
disease'5'which Madison has. For purely selfish reasons 
Madison should fight for an extension of the public health 
nurse program in Dane county."

Madison has seven public health nurses, while the rest 


of the county has only two. Madison has about-"7,OQ&' 
school children to be watched and examineds*while;tne"re1st- — 
of the county has more than 10,000 school 'children. In th*> 
city of Madison a public health nurse has 1,000 children to 
take care of, while one of the county nurses-ii^s 5;000 chil- 
dren to take care of, and administer to. 


"Those who have had occasion to criticize our work," ex- 


plained Miss Gertrude Burnson, senior public nurse of 
Dane county, "have based their arguments on the fact that * 
the nurse only gets around to each rural school only once," 
or at most, twice a year. And for that reason they argue 
that it is just as well to abolish the county nurse and her 
work completely." 
• 


"What Dane county needs is more nurses, not the abol- 


ition of those they have," declared Judge August C. Hopp- 
rnann, former judge of the juvenile court. "The good that 
will result-from their efficient work cannot be realized this 
year, or next year, or the year hereafter it will be years 
oefore the real lasting benefits of their work can be ap- 
preciated by the people. The good done will not be limited 
to or stop with the children who come under the supervi- 
sion of the nurses, but will leave an indelible impress upon 
the children which will be transmitted by them to the next 
generation, with the result that the full upbuilding and up- 
liiting force resulting from the work of the nurses is far 
beyond the realms of human calculation. 


"The 
nurses have brought to the attention of the juve- 


nile court some of the most flagrant and deplorable cases 
of dependent and neglected children that have ever coma 
under my observation. Children which had been neglected 
for years in the outlying districts of Dane county, and had 
received no aid on the part of school authorities, and who 
no doubt would have continued to be neglected until they 
would have ended in imbecility, insanity, or death, have 
been rescued from such fates by the county nurses 


In the rustle and bustle of life the poor, or deformed, 


or half-wit child in the rural districts is lost, and is left 
to eke out an existence in the mire of humanity 
The 


county nurses hunt up these unfortunates, and bring them 
to the attention of the proper authorities, and they are 
then given a fair chance in the world. This is only one of 
the many duties of our county nurses, but it alone is 
ample reason for their continued service."

INDSOR GASTLE was fine, too, especially

Most of the country 
around London is fiat, and one appreciates an 
outlook like the one here. I must not forget to 


.mention the majestic avenue ot chestnut trees 
which we saw on our way out. 
I meant to 


have asked some one how they had escaped, the 
fate of chestnut trees in America. It puzzled 
us also to see great numbers of deer running 
around in Richmond Park as freely, apparent- 
ly, as in the pine woods of northern Wiscon- 
sin. 
There must always be questions left un- 


answered when you stay only four days in a 
place likj London. 
One mystery I tried, to 


solve. I ran the risk of being irrelevant, even 
impertinent, asking why there were not more 
house flies in England. There are some, /but 
they are not troublesome, and they have no 
screens in England. We saw more at the old 
"Cheshire Cheese," famous as the resort of 
Sampel Johnson and Goldsmith, than anywhere 
else. But it was a hot evening, and they were 
cooking their roasts and puddings over a fire 
in the middle of the room where they were be- 
' ing served. 
The only protection from the 


household pest was a long piece of fly paper 
hung over the stove. I suppose Dr. Johnson 
would have railed at such a foolish contraption. 


We left London reluctantly. We liked the 


people as well as the town. They were" very 
friendly in their quiet way. They are not as 
hurried as we, but they are effective and have 
a good sense of humor.

(~\ UK stay in Manchester was in a way, no 
" less interesting than that in London. We 
spent one. day en route at Stratfprd-on-Avon, 
Warwick Castle,'and Kenilworth. That sounds 
like a typical American tourist's method of 
seeing things. But we really got much more 
of a lasting impression of these historic places 
than you would believe. We regretted not hav- 
ing more time at Shakespeare's house but got 
a great deal out of it, and it was a source of 
profound satisfaction to Mr. La Follette to 
have visited the spot on which his imagination 
has dwelt'since boyhood. 


Visit Lady Barlow 


TPHE next morning Sir John and Lady Bar- 


low called and she took us home with her. 


Torkington Lodge is on the edge of Stock-port, 
which is really a part of Manchester. The ' 
Lodge is not old, though built about the time 
of George Washington. It has been in the Bar- 
low family about sixty years. 


The house 'is, I should think, about the size 


of Mt. Vernon. It has a more spacious en- 
trance and the rooms are better arranged and 
larger, not being cut up into so many. In front 
is a wide open space with a tennis court; far- 
ther down is a pond with ducks and geese, swim- 
ming around. Sir John is quite devoted to his 
poultry and goes out every evening to look 
after it. The whole place is enclosed in a high 
wall of dull red brick like the house, so that 
the.view .includes only the countryside and far 
away hills. The windows are large and come 
to the floor, the curtains are drawn back, and 
every room is open to the air and sunshine. 


Lady Barlow is wonderful—constantly busy 


with hand and brain. 
She takes her knitting 


to. the table and vvhile talking of world condi- 
tions and politics the sock she is working on 
grows in length as if by magic. And yet she 
is always reposeful. 
Even when she skips to 


the telephone or runs upland down stairs there 
is no sense of hurry. It is like a bird on the 
wing. 
Sir John is tall, large chested, broad 


.backed; a man of very few words, devoted to 
business. He is an East India merchant. When 
he -talked about the men with whom he had 
served in the House of Commons we got a 
more definite understanding • than almost any- 
one else had given us. Sir John was a follower, 
of Asquith, and believes he has the best intel- 
lect in Parliament. 
Both he and Lady. Barlow. 


think that Ramsey McDonald has done well 
under difficult conditions. 
Sir John' failed of 


re-election to the House of-Commons after 26 
years of consecutive service because, being a 
Quaker, his religious convictions compelled him 
to oppose the war on the ground that all war 
is wrong. Lady Barlow stood for election aboct 
a year ago as the liberal candidate. She. was 
opposed by a tory candidate and a labor candi- 
date, and the tory won.

. [To The Editor]—Those Americans who be-, 


lieve it is the duty of this country to become 
entangled in^ European affairs should ponder 
on the speech delivered • last Sunday by M. 
Poincare, the French premier. 


Every Sunday Poincare 
delivers a 
speech 


somewhere in France, touching upon the topics 
of the late world war. 
For 'many months 


past he .has dealt largely with the German re- 
paration question. Last Sunday the French 
statesman went to greater length and in more, 
detail on this question. 
- . 


Though the speech was one of the longest. 


Poincare has delivered and the subject more 
thoroughly elaborated on than any speech ho 
has made heretofore, the gist, of it can be 
stated in five words:—"France has nothing 
to arbitrate." 


Of course Poincare is willing that England 


and particularly the United States should send 
a representative to the proposed conference of 
the allied and associate powers to discuss the 
matter of how Germany was going to get. the 
means to pay what France has already de- 
cided upon, but that was all. 


It may be that Poincare artlessly thought 


that Uncle Sam had been worked for a sucker 
once, the rich old guy might be touched again. 


Undoubtedly Poincare reasoned that'if Uncle 


Sam could be induced to loan'Germany 30,000,- 
000,000 (thirty.billion) gold marks to be hand- 
ed to France to settle the small matter of 
German reparation France would consider ac- 
cepting the offer. 


But maybe that is "only a conjecture. Poin- 


care wants Germany destroyed—split .up into 
several republics and some monarchies. 
The 


opinion is in impartial quarters that if Poin- 
care could crush Germany absolutely and com- 
pletely he would not care if he never, got a } 
cent in reparations from the German peoples 
engaged in the last war. 


In his last Sunday speech, Poincare tells the 


world in plain but diplomatic language that 
France has nothing to arbitrate. 
The only 


reparation commission France is willing to 
listen to is the present reparation commission 
functioning under the Versailles • treaty. This 
commission is controlled by France; it has 
already fixud the amount Germany must pay, 
and how she must pay. There is nothing more 
to be said on that subject, Poincare plainly 
says. 


The Poincare speech was so brutally frank 


that evidently the .press associations, furnish- 
ing American newspapers fpreign news, did 
not believe it possible that the French poli- 
tician could be so blunt in his .statement, as all, 
excepting the United Press, announced that 
'France had unqualifiedly accepted the Hughes 
proposition, Tuesday, Oct. 30, 
the 
United 


Press, in a statement issued in New York 
patted itself that it only had the correct ver- 
sion:—i. e. that Poincare stood pat, which was 
true. 


It is not possible that the other pi-ess asso- 


ciations did not have, or were not furnished 
the same news story that the United Press 
were, but the Paris editors of the other as- 
sociations evidently did not believe their own 
reporters. 
They did not believe it possible 


that Poincare would so positively stand out 
against enlightened world opinion on the ques- 
tion of German reparation as he actually did. 


In view of the very plain pronouncement 


by the French premier it is amusing to note 
the naive arguments of the apologists for the 
Hugues proposed international commission of 
experts. 
One Milwaukee apologist suggests 


that Poincare did not mean what he said. He 
only made a strong bluff to save his face, 
the Hughes' paper says. 


Whatever one may think of Poincare he 


is no double-dealer. 
No one can accuse him 


of saying one thing- and meaning another. He 
accepted the premiership on the issue of Ger- 
man reparation as decided on by himself, Mar-
